The total includes 249 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-7 per cent, of all births registered.

ures for the first quarter of 1956 were 218, 366 and 497 respectively. 


‘Maternal Mortality—-There were 21 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
th, equivalent to a rate of 1-4 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for the 
St quarter of 1956 was 1-6. 


Infant Mortality.—Thore were 567 deaths of infants under one year of age and 368 of these 
eurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 38 per 1,000 births registered and 
®neo-natal rate was 25. For the corresponding quarter of 1956 the infant mor tality rate was 

and the neo-natal rate was 27. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI.

JUNE QUARTER, 1957 | 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,278 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 4-5 per 1,009 population; this rate is 1-2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1956. 


Of the total marriages 3,135 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 4-6 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 


The remainder, 143 is equivalent to a rate of 3-5 per 1,000 of the population othor than 
Catholic. 


The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 16,453, of which 8,536 were those of 
males and 7,917 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 22-8 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0-5 below that for the second quarter of 1956. 

The total includes 281 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-7 per cent. of all births registered. 

The numbers of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,200 of which 4,354 were those of 
males, and 3,846 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 11-4 por 1,000 population, 
being 0-5 below the rate for the second quarter of 1956. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table IT, and according 


to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths rogistered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis—Deaths from this disease numbered 192, including 147 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 45 from other forms of-tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
second quarter of 1956 were 194, 155 and 39 respectively. 


Other Infective Diseases.—There were 7 deaths from whooping cough registered during the 
‘quarter, 2 from meningococcal infection, 3 from acute poliomyelitis, 8 from measles and 1 from 
Scarlet fever. The heading ‘“‘Other infective and parasitic diseases’? in Table III contained the 
following numbers of deaths :—infectious hepatitis 4; tetanus 2; chickenpox 2; and Weil’s 
disease one. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,184 being equivalent to a 
rate of 1-6 per 1,000 population. Of these 583 or 49 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms of 
the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.—Doaths under this heading numbered 2,909 being equivalent 
to a rate of 4-0 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 812 or 28 per cent., while 1,164 or 40 per cent. were due to other myocardial de- 
generation. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.— Deaths from influenza numbered 97, compared with 134 
in tho second quarter of 1956. Pneumonia accounted for 229 deaths, while the remaining 
respiratory diseases caused 295 deaths; corresponding figures for the second quarter of 1956 
“were 237, and 332 respectively. . 


Maternal Mortality—-There were 22 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for the 
second quarter of 1956 was 0:9. 


Infant Mortality—Thore were 520 deaths of infants under one year of age and 352 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 32 per 1,000 births registered and 
the neo-natal rate was 21. For the corresponding quarter of 1956 the infant mortality rate was 
33 and the neo-natal rate was 22. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 


Population,—The mid-year estimate of population for 1957 is 2,885,000.

NOTE—The figures in this report for 1956 and 1957 are provisional, while those re- 

. lating to 1955 and earlier years are definitive. The numbers of births and deaths 
are exclusive of late registrations, i.e., births and deaths registered on the 
authority of An tArd-Chlaraitheoir. Births, deaths and marriages are registered 
in the county or county borough in which they occur. In the case of births and 
deaths assigned figures, i.e., those relating to residents of each area, are also 
shown. 





SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1957 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 5,430 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 7-5 per 1,000 population ; this rate is 0-3 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1956. 
Of the total marriages 5,201 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 7-6 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The remainder, being 229 is equivalent to a rate of 5-6 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. ; 


The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 
BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 15,414 of which 7,808 were those of 
males and 7,606 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 21-4 per 1,000 of the 
“population per annum, being 0-4 above that for the third quarter of 1956. 

The total includes 275 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-8 per cent of all births registered. 
The numbers of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,302 of which 3,898 were those of 
males, and 3,404 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 10-1 per 1,000 population 
being 0-4 above. the rate for the third quarter of 1956. 
Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 151, including 135 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 16 from other forms. of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
third quarter of 1956 were 147, 117, and 30 respectively. For rates see Table Il. 


Other Infectious Diseases.There were 2 deaths from diphtheria registered during the 
quarter, 3 from whooping cough, 3 from acute poliomyelitis and one from measles. The heading 
“Other infective and parasitic diseases” in Table III contained the following numbers of deaths:— 
infectious encephalitis 5; Weils disease 2; meningococcal infections 4; septicaemia 3 and 
“ chicken pox 2. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,213 being equivalent to a 
rate of 1-7 per 1,000 population. Of these 594 or 49 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms 
of the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 2,586, being equivalent 
to a rate of 3-6 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 772 or 30 per cent., while 953 or 37 per cent. were due to other myocardial de- 
generation. 


; Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 16, pneumonia accounted. 
for 154 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 201 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the third quarter of 1956 were 28, 169 and 197 respectively. . 


Maternal Mortality.—There were 20 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for the 
third quarter of 1956 was 0-5. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 460 deaths of infants under one year of age and 315 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 30 per 1,000 births registered and 
the neo-natal rate was 20. For the corresponding quarter of 1956 the infant mortality rate was 
30 and the neo-natal was 21. The rates for counties.are shown in Table VI. 

Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1957 is 2,885,000.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 14,423 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-0 per thousand of the population; this rate is 0-7 below that for 1956. Of the total marriages 
13,824 (or 5-1 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (599) 
_ is equivalent to 3-6 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 61,286 compared with a provisional 
figure of 60,738 for 1956. The number of boys was 31,362 and the number of girls was 29,924 ,the 
proportion being 1,048 boys to 1,000 girls. : 
The annual birth rate was 21-2 per thousand population, this rate being 0-2 above the 
rate for 1956. 
There were 1,031 illegitimate births in 1957, equivalent to 1-7 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1956 was 1,169 illegitimate births or 1-9 per cent of the total births. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1957 was 34,308 which is 410 more than in the preceding 

year. The number of deaths of males was 18,356 and the number of female deaths was 15,952. 
. The annual death rate in 1957 was 11-9 per thousand population, being 0-2 above the rate 
for the preceding year. 


_ Tuberculosis 

Deaths from this disease in 1957 numbered 697 (584 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 113 from all other forms). Corresponding figures for 1956 were 689, 562 and 127 
respectively. The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis in 1957 was 0- 24 per 1,000 population. 


Other Infectious Diseases 
There were 6 deaths from diphtheria registered during the year, 20 from whooping cough, 
13 from acute poliomyelitis, and 19 from measles. 


Malignant Neoplasms 

Deaths under this heading numbered 4,817 being equivalent to a rate of 1-67 per 1,000 
population. Of these 2,337 or 49 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms of the digestive 
system. 


_ Diseases of Circulatory System 

Deaths under this heading numbered 12,350, being equivalent to a rate of 4°3 per 1,000 
population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease accounted for 3,395 or 27 per 
cent, while 4,796 or 39 per cent were due to other myocardial degeneration. 


_ Diseases of Respiratory System 
Deaths from influenza numbered 687, pneumonia accounted for 1,009 deaths, while the re- 
- maining respiratory diseases caused 1,338 deaths; corresponding figures for the year 1956 were 


401, 962, and 1,289 respectively.

There were 80 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, equivalent to a 
_ rate of 1-31 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for 1956 was 0: 82.
